To  Members  of  State  and  Local  Advisory  Committees; 


During  the  past  three  years  State  and  local  food  distribution 
advisory  committees  have  materially  assisted  the  Department's 
civilian  food  distribution  programs.    Committee  members  and 
their  associates  have  pooled  their  resources  to  meet  local 
shortage  problems  and  the  "trade"  has  done  an  admirable  job 
in  instituting  voluntary  distribution  plans  to  aid  in  more 
equitable  distribution  of  items  in  short  supply.  Conversely, 
extensive  merchandising  programs  have  expedited  the  movement 
of  seasonally  abundant  foods. 

Most  of  those  problems  are  nov^  behind  us,  but  nev/  and  equally 
complex  problems  of  v.iiich  you  doubtless  are  aviare  are  taking 
their  place.    In  viev.-  of  this  fact,  it  is  very  gratifying  to 
knov;  that  many  committee  members  want  us  to  continue  the 
mutually  satisfactory  committee  program  as  a  peacetime  func- 
tion of  the  Department,    This  vie  intend  to  do.    The  committee 
system  vvill  be  retained,  and  ne  hope  its  general  pattern  of 
operations  will  be  continued  since  it  is  oiir  firm  intention 
to  keep  abreast  of  distribution  and  marketing  problems. 

The  Food  Distribution  Programs  Branch  of  the  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration  is  responsible  for  the  continued 
operation  of  the  State  and  local  advisoiy  committee  program, 
and  the  facilities  of  the  entire  Department  are  available  to 
assist  distributors  and  producers.

This  month's  eurvey  of ,  the  Adequacy  of  Food.  Supplies ,  based  upon  205  area 
reports,  was  the  first  to  "be  riade  following;  the  cessation  of  all  hostilities. 
While  some  commodities  were  reported  in  somewhat  better  supply  in  early  Sep- 
tember than  a  month  previous,  it' was  apparent  that  the  improvement  in  civilian 
supplies  made  possible  by  the  end  of  the  v.-ar  and  resulting  military  cutbacks, 
was  takinr  place  only  {gradually.    Demands  for  moats  other  than  pork,  poultry, 
e^rs,  marrarine,  and  most  dair^/  products  v/ere  being  more  adequately  met  in 
many  more  areas  than  was  the  case  in  early  August,    Many  processed  foods 
vrero  still  reported  scarce  in  most  places  because  the  new  packs  had  not  yet 
been  widely  ci istributed .    As  in  recent  months,  supplies  of  surar,  fats  and 
oils,  and  soaps  were  very  tight,  but  there  appeared  to  have  been  a  slirht 
i-nproveraent  in  the  picture  during  the  past  month. 

The  reports  as  summarised  in  this  analysis' arc  based  on  information  gathered  - 
by  field  representatives  during  the  first  week  of  the  September  ration  period 
at  meetings  of  food  advisory  committees  and  by  direct  contacts  v;ith  the  food 
trade.    The  reports  were  distributed  among' the  five  regions  as  follows: 
northeast  J-O,  Midv/est  62,  South  Il8,  Southv;est  53,  and  Vfest  32, 

The  analysis  is  divided  into  three  parts  as  in  thie  past,     F&rt  I  gives  a 
narrative  summary  of  the  month's  developments.    Part  II  gives  percentage 
figures  for  each  region,  dividing  commodities  into  three  groups:  generally 
adequate,  generally  scarce,  and  unbalanced.     It  must  be  remembered  that  these 
percentages  are  based  on  a  small  number  of  reports  jier  region,  and  may  there- 
fore  exaggerate  shortage  situations  or  differences  betx-reen  regions.    Part  III 
shows  the  food  situation  in  '^C  different  localities  selected  because  of  their 
size  or  importance  in  v/a.r  production. 

The  four  categories  of  adequacy  of  .supplies  used  in  this  survey  are  defined 
as  follows : 

IIo  Stocks ;    Stocks  exhausted;  unable  to  procure  replacement  of  supplies 
throurh  normal  trade  c?iannels. 

Scarce:  ^Unable  to  obtain  replacements  sufficient  to  maintain  current 
rate  of  sales. 

Adequate:    Replacement  supplies  aro  available  at  both  wholesale  and  re- 
tail levels  to  satisfy/'  present  and  prospective  consumer  demand.  Commod- 
ity is  moving  neither  too  fast  nor  too  slow  o.t  present  point  value," 

Surplus  :    Able  to  obtain  in  quo.ntities  greater  than  demand,  with  result 
that  rate  of  turnover  is  unsatisfactorilv  slow  and  excessive  inventories 
are  accumulat inr.

Canned  Fruits:    Stocks  of  most  maior  ctinned  fruits  continued  to  te  rc- 
.  -   -.  ^ 

ported  at  low  levels  throurhout  the  country'  pending  (general  distribution 
of  the  new  paclcs,  '  Pineapple  and  fruit  coclrfcail  were  reported  out  of 
stock  in  a  smller  proportion  cf  areas  than  in  early  Aurust,  v/hile  the 
other  major  fruits  were  in  approximately  the  same  supply,  - 

Canned  JuiGes ;     Over-all  supplies  of  rrapefruit  and  tomato  juices  continuod 
adequate  'in  e'arl^r  September,  despite  a  slirht  drop  in  the  number  of  areas 
report inr  ability  to  fill  all  consumer  demiands.    Grape  juice,  a  perennially 
scarce  item,  was  slirhtl;/  more  difficult  to  obtain' than  a  month  previous. 
An  improvement  was  ref^istered  for  pineapple  juice  v/hich,  however,  viv.s  still 
in  generally  short  supply, ' 

Canned  Vegetables  :     Peas  v/ere  available  in  far  larger  quantities  in  early 
September  than  in  any  recent  month,  rex'lectinr  the  incoming  pacic  and  in- 
creased allocations  for  civilians.    As  a  result,  "jG  percent  of  areas  re- 
ported supplies  plentiful  as  compared  with  33  percent  in  early  August, 
There  v/as  little  sirrlficant  change  in  ths  supply''  .situation  for  ether 
major  vegetables:  Snap  beans,  beets,  and  spinach  continued  in  good  suppl;;-, 
while  asparagus,  baked  beans,  corn  and  tomatoes  were  reported  scarce  in  a 
number  of  areas.     The  proportion  cf  creas  v;ith  adequate  stocks  of  tomato 
catsup  dropped  from  6I|.  to  56  percent.    Fresh  vegetables  continued  in  ample 
supply  in  ;aost  parts  of  the  country  to  suppl;/  consumer  needs  until  the 
nov'/  pack  of  canned  produce  is  available. 

Spreads:     The  increasingly  heavy  pressure  on  available  supplies  of  all 
fruit  spreads  and  peanut  butter  appeared  to  have  been  checked  during  the 
past  mionth  as  a  result  of  the  recent  point  value  reductions  for  butter. 
As  in  early  August,  spreads  other  than  citrus  mArmalade  were  reported  in 
generally  sb.ort  supply,  while  the  latter  was  plentiful  in  tivo-thirds  of 
all  areas. 

Other  Fruits  and  Vegetables :     Supplies  of  frozen  and  dried  foods  continued 
seasonally'  low  in'  most  parts  of  the  country,  v;ith  a  slight  improvement 
noted  in  the  case  of  frozen  foods,    Frviit  baby  foods  vrere  miore  readily 
obtainable  than  in  miany  months,  v;hile  vegetable  baby  foods  continued 
abundant.    For  the  first  time  this  year,  no  decrease  in  stoclcs  of  soups 
was  reported  as  compared  with  t^ie  previous  mionth,  but  this  commodity 
group  rnmained  in  over-all  short  supply,    -Oranges,  lemons  and  onions  v/ere 
readily  obtainable  in   .lost  areas,  ./bile  Irish  potatoes  were  reported  in 
surolus  in  29  percent  of  areas  as  against  11  percent  in  early  August, 

I-EATS,  FISH,  FATS  AIID  OILS,  LuB  DKTtlY  PRODUCTS 

Meats:    All  tvpes  of  moats,  except  pork,  were  reported  somev/hat  more 
readTly  available  in  relation  to  rationed  demand  than  had  been  the  case  in 
early  August,  but  supplies  v/ere  still  generally  inadequate  to  meet  der^ands 
in  a  majority  of  areas  in  all  regions  outside  the  'Test*    P-eef  registered 
the  greatest  imiprovement ,  so  that  by  early  Soptomber  iiO  to  kO  percent  of 
areas  supplies  v/ere  available  to  meet  the  demand  as  compared  with  no  riore 
than  15  percent  a  month  before.    Eor  the  first  time  in  many  months,  the 


less  choice  cuts  of  be^f  were  reported  in  most  rer;,ion£  to  be  in  better 
supply  than  the  choice  cuts.    Veal,  lamb,  and  mutton  vrere  plentiful  in 
around  one-third  of  all  reporting  areas,  as  af^ainst  one-tenth  in  '-;arly 
Aurust,    ViTiilc-  york  continued  in  sliort  supply  evcr^'viicre ,  the  number  of 
areas  reportirr  "no  stocks"  decreased  slirhtl^r  for  the  second  successive 
month,    One-qr.arter  of  tiu  llr.ticn's  areas  Btiill  r sported  no  stocks  Dx 
pork  loins  and  chops;  a  slightly  hirher  proportion,  horns  and  shoulders. 
Eolrirna,  salami  and  other  types  of  sausan;cs  (except  pork  sausages  and 
franJcfurtcrs )  wore  in  greatly  inpro\-ed  supply,  with  over  half  cf  reporting 
areas  nov:  meotin(;j  demxinds  as  compared  with  29  percent  in  early  August, 
Other  types  of  pork  products  and  sausages  as  v/ell  as  canned  meats  continued 
in  over-all  short  supply,  although  reported  cut  of  stock  in  fewer  areas  than 
a  monbh  before. 

Butter  and  Fats  and  Oils:    Butter  vrcis  reported  in  fairly  adequate  supply  in 
the  c ovmt r y"a s' cT W": lol e ,"  "b ut  22  percent  of  areas  still  considered  supTjlios 
insufficient  to  meet  consumer  v^ants  at  'olie  12-point  value,    A  large  pro- 
portioij  of  the  shortage  areas  were  located  in  the  South  and,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  in  the  o'outhvrest.    The  onl^'  surplus  areas  in  the  country  were  located 
in  the  Midwest,  v;here  6  percent  of  the  areas  reported  a  turplus,    A  sub- 
stantial improvement  in  tiio  supply  situation  for  margarine  took  place  during 
the  past  month,  partly  bocause  the  increased  supply  and  lower  point  value 
for  butter  reduced  the  ?ieo,vy  demands  for  margarine.    Supplies  were  still 
inadequate  in  52  percent  cf  cll  areas  as  compared  witii  8l|.  percent  in  eqr^y 
August,    A  slight  irpr r, vcn.cn t  in  Ir.rd  supplies  during  Aurust  brought  the 
number  of  areas  with  adequate  supplies  up  to  l6  percent  of  vll  those  re- 
porting, an  increase  over  the  9  percent  registered  a  month  pre""ious ,  For 
shortening  and  salad  oils,  reports  in  all  regions  shov/ed  fev;er  areas  with 
no  stocks,  but  no  apprecxcble  increase  in  the  number  with  adequate  supplies. 
The  steady,'-  decline  in  supplies  of  soarj  registered  ever  the  past  fev;  mionths 
vrcis  checked  during  Aurust,  and  the  percentage  of  reports  indicating  inadequa-fcc 
cupplies  vas  leas  in  early  Soptccbcr  then  ^  ncnth  tcfcro  for  all  types  of  soap. 

Dairy  Products:    All  cheooes  v/ere  in  more  adequate  supply  in  early  September 
than  at  any  time  since  collection  of  these  reports  began  and  tliis  situv.tion, 
combined  v/ith  the  termination  of  all  Government  sot-aside  and  other  controls, 
permitted  the  reduction  in  point  values  to  zero  effective  September  12. 
Evaporated  milk,  which  ha-l  been  macie  point-free  ten  days  earlier  in  anti- 
cipation of  larger  civilian  supplies,  v/as  reported  in  plentiful  supply  in  89 
percent  of  all  areas,  as  against  61|.  percent  in  early  August.    Fluid  milk 
continued  in  generally  good  supply  vrithout  significant  change  during  the 
past  month. 

Fish:    An  improvement  vras  noted  in  supplies  of  fresh  and  frozen  fish,  but 
demands  in  many  parts  of  the  country  y/ere  still  ahead  of  available  supplies. 
All  t^'pcs  of  canned  fish  were  still  scarce  ever\n//here  despite  a  small  drop 
in  the  proportion  of  areas  reporting  n"o  stocks.

Other  Item.s  :    Vfith  the  current  increase  in  riicat  sur)piies  and  the  ^-esultant 
crcore'ase"  in  the  demand  for  ''zZ^i  ''^^^'^  latter  commodity  was  reported  in 
plentiful  supply  in  over  three-fifths  of  all  areas  as  compared  vrith  the 
Aurust  firure  of  I|.6  porcert.     Poultry  v/as  rapidly  becominc  plentiful  but 
over  one-half  of  areas  v;erc  still  cxncricncinr  difficulty  in  meetinr  all 
demands;  ho-./ev^r,  very  fev;  areas  vj-ere  -.Tithout  supplies.    Rice  continued 
in  generally  short  supply  vn.th  little  change  as  compared  7/ith  Julj'  and 
Aurust,  but  +-he  proportion  of  areas  reporting;  no  stocJcs  had  risen  to 
23  percent  as  arainst  12  percent  tv/o  months  xrrevious.     Corn  meal,  corn 
grits,  and  cocoa  V'/ere  in  plentiful  supply'.
